• OR  how  TO  qET  yOUR  piCTURE  In  our  MAqAziNES 

Lots  of  people  ask  us  how  they  can  get  their  picture  in  our  magazines:  LadyLike,  International 
TranScript  and  the  Photo  Annual.  It’s  really  very  simple.  But,  first,  let  me  say  that  it  is  not  a 
requirement  that  you  be  a drop-dead  gorgeous  beauty.  We’re  really  interested  in  portraying  the 
typical  crossdresser  and  your  photos  are  very  important  to  us  in  that  respect. 

All  we  really  need  are  a few  clear,  sharp  photos.  They  can  be  in  color  or  black  and  white;  it 
doesn't  matter  to  us.  We  can’t  use  Polaroid®  or  other  “instant”  photos  and  we  prefer  not  to  work 
with  35mm  slides.  The  most  common  reason  we  reject  a photo  is  because  it’s  too  dark  and  the 
halftoning  process  will  just  muddy  it  up  even  more.  The  next  most  common  reason  is  lack  of 
contrast.  We’ve  had  photos  so  washed  out  you’d  think  they’d  been  through  the  washer.  This  is 
especially  common  with  those  “cheapie”  40-snaps-for-$2  repro  services. 

This  issue  of  the  Photo  Annual  has  an  excellent  article  by  Delia  vanMaris  on  Photographic 
Techniques.  Read  it.  Study  it.  Try  out  her  advice.  Then,  send  us  your  photos.  And  remember,  keep 
it  clean.  All  of  our  magazines  have  the  same  photo  policy:  sexy  is  OK,  erotic  is  OK,  but  no  genitals 
must  show  and  no  sexual  activity.

Now,  back  to  our  regularly  scheduled  editorial  already  in  progress... 

...  So,  I was  wondering,  what  the  Hell  was  that  about  all  the  photos  being  taken  prior  to 
November  1 , 1990?  It  was  true,  but  I didn’t  put  it  there.  So,  STAR  must  have  done  it,  but  why?  The 
reason  is  chilling. 

Part  of  the  federal  Omnibus  Crime  Bill  passed  last  Fall  contained  provisions  that  require 
producers  of  images  depicting  sexual  activity  occurring  after  November  1,  1990  to  maintain 
records  proving  the  identity  and  age  of  the  models  portrayed.  In  addition,  the  law  requires 
producers  to  put  a sticker  on  every  item  stating  the  street  address  where  the  records  are  kept. 

The  law  makes  it  a felony  punishable  by  two  years  in  prison  and  a $25,000  fine  for  anyone  — 
including  a private  individual  without  commercial  intent  — to  produce  a sexually  explicit 
photograph,  film  or  video  without  maintaining  the  required  records  and  putting  the  sticker  on  the 
product.  In  addition,  it  is  a felony  for  anyone  to  trade,  distribute  or  sell  sexually  explicit  material 
that  does  not  bear  a sticker. 

Whew!  1 1 Am  I glad  we  have  a “No  Sex”  photo  policy.  STAR  was  just  playing  CYA.  There  is  no 
way  that  anyone,  not  even  Jesse  Helms,  could  interpret  LadyLike  as  “sexual”  material,  or  could 
they?  You  can  never  tell  with  these  Anti-First  Amendment  crusaders. 

The  law,  thankfully,  was  held  to  be  unconstitutional  in  a federal  court,  just  as  a similar,  but  more 
restrictive  law,  was  struck  down  in  1988.  This  latest  round  at  protecting  the  “morals”  of  what 
adults  may  view  was  led  by  Senators  Strom  Thurmond  (R-South  Carolina)  and  Dennis  Concini  (D- 
Arizona).  If  you  live  in  either  of  those  states,  why  not  send  a strong  letter  to  the  “honorable” 
senators  voicing  your  objection  to  their  poking  around  in  your  reading  list.

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Photographic  Techniques  I 

by  Delia  vanMaris 


You've  spent  hours  making  up  and  getting 
dressed.  It  may  be  the  new  outfit,  a new  wig  or 
a new  make-up  technique.  Whatever  the  rea- 
son, you  feel  fantastic  and  want  to  capture  the 
moment.  Do  you  really  look  as  good  as  you  feel? 
If  so,  wouldn't  it  be  great  to  be  able  to  re-kindle 
the  sensation  later  with  a photo?  How  could 
you  improve  your  image?  A photo  can  help. 

Unfortunately,  you  are  by  yourself,  no  friend 
to  snap  a picture,  much  less  a photographer 
with  any  experience.  How  to  proceed  becomes 
a problem  unless  you  have  planned  in  advance 
for  just  such  an  eventuality.  Let's  look  at  some  of 
the  basic  equipment  you'll  need  to  increase  the 
chance  of  a successful  photo  shoot. 

First  of  all,  you'll  need  a camera.  In  case  you 
haven't  noticed,  the  technology  has  changed 
greatly  in  the  past  few  years.  I remember  in  my 
early  years  rigging  a box  camera  with  a long 
string  (to  trip  the  shutter)  using  available  light. 
Everything  about  that  last  statement  has 
changed.  Find  one  of  the  newer  point-and-shoot 
(P&S)  systems  that  has:  (1)  a 35mm  lens,  (2)  a 
built  in  flash/focus  and  sensors  and,  (3)  a timed 
delay  system  so  that  you  can  get  in  the  picture. 
I also  recommend  one  with  a zoom  system 
which  will  enhance  head  and  shoulder  shots 
(we'll  return  to  this  later).  Some  cameras  also 
have  infrared  systems  with  time  delay,  so  you 
can  trip  the  shutter  once  you  are  posed.  I've  had 
minimal  success  with  such  a system  because 
they  don't  work  for  repeated  shots.  If  the  time 
delay  is  in  the  range  of  10-15  seconds,  there  is 
usually  adequate  time  for  you  to  get  reposi- 
tioned in  front  of  the  camera.  I particularly  like 
the  Olympus  Infinity  Auto-Zoom  and  the  Nikon 
Zoom  Touch  500.  You  can  expect  to  spend  about 
$300;  shop  around  because  prices  vary.  Cheaper 
systems  just  do  not  perform  adequately.  More 
expensive  and  complex  cameras  are  fine  if  you're 
really  into  photography  but  are  not  as  service- 
able if  you're  a photographer  and  the  subject. 

The  camera  is  the  easy  part.  There  are  other 


important  items  necessary  to  improve  your  skills 
as  photographer /model.  These  include: 

Tripod — This  is  an  indispensable  but  not  nec- 
essarily expensive  item.  Choose  a table-top  or 
floor  model  with  extension  legs.  You  do  not 
need  the  kind  required  to  shoot  videos  as  they 
are  cumbersome  and  expensive.  Look  for  sales 
and  expect  to  spend  $20-$35. 

Film — Choose  ASA  200-400  if  using  flash,  but 
ASA  100  is  adequate  with  good  available  light. 
Professionals  usually  shoot  slide  film  because 
of  the  color  range  and  sharpness.  It  is  difficult  to 
transfer  these  advantages  from  slide  to  print. 
Private  screenings  are  more  difficult  without  a 
projector.  Generally,  I prefer  prints,  but  try  both 
and  determine  your  own  preference. 

Batteries — Always  carry  a fresh  set  of  batter- 
ies. Everything  important  about  these  P&S  cam- 
eras depends  on  it.  They  all  have  automatic 
advance  which  expends  energy.  Most  will  not 
focus  or  flash  with  weak  batteries.  Even  worse, 
the  weak  battery  may  send  the  camera  into  a 
rewind  mode  and  your  shoot  is  terminated. 

Mirror — Yes,  a mirror.  I recommend  the 
cheap  variety  that  measures  1 ' by  4 ' because  it's 
portable  and  if  placed  appropriately  gives  you 
a decent  view  for  your  full  body  shots.  Place  this 
mirror  behind  the  camera  so  it  appears  you're 
looking  at  the  camera,  while  you're  actually 
assessing  your  full-length  reflection.  You  can 
buy  these  mirrors  for  less  than  $10.  If  you're 
traveling,  buy  one  and  just  leave  it  for  the  maid 
when  you  depart. 

Molly  the  Mannequin — This  is  my  name  for 
the  static  subject  you  substitute  for  yourself 
while  you  assess  lighting,  framing  and  focus. 
Carry  an  extra  wig  (it  can  be  cheap,  ratty,  and 
snarled)  and  affix  it  and  a dress,  towel,  robe  or 
anything  body-sized  to  a chair,  lamp,  music 
stand  or  any  movable  object.  Use  this  manne- 
quin when  you're  fully  dressed,  made-up  and 
ready  to  shoot,  having  practiced  your  smile, 
positioning  and  poses. 
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Fig.1 : Verical  blinds  used  as  a backdrop  with  available  light 
and  camera  flash. 

Be  careful  of  mirrors  and 
extraneous  items  in  the  viewfinder. 
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Photo  Technique,  cont’d. 

Background — You  must  now  begin  to  see 
yourself  in  the  context  of  the  total  picture.  This 
is  particularly  important  in  confined  spaces 
such  as  a hotel  room,  but  can  be  important 
outside  as  well.  On  the  one  hand  you  may  have 
a fan  or  light  fixture  springing  from  your  ear,  or 
an  oak  tree  sprouting  from  your  crown.  Find  a 
blank  wall,  hang  a sheet,  move  around  and 
scrutinize  the  possibilities.  The  more  cluttered 
the  environment,  the  more  it  distracts  from  you 
as  the  central  figure.  If  you  have  the  opportunity 
at  home,  try  a roll  of  seamless  paper.  It  comes  in 
a variety  of  colors  and  can  be  suspended  with  a 
simple  system  such  as  broom  handles. 

Now  you' re  set.  Check  your  clothes  and  make- 
up, set  up  the  camera  on  the  tripod  about  10-12 
feet  from  the  background  and  position  the  mir- 
ror. Practice  your  smile  or  "look"  and  experi- 
ment with  body  poses.  When  you  have  decided 
how  to  proceed,  put  Molly  in  front  of  the  camera 
and  you  step  behind  it.  Move  the  camera  closer 
or  further  back  to  fill  the  frame  with  the  figure 
without  losing  the  head  or  those  fabulous  high 
heels.  With  a little  experimentation  this  gets 
easier.  Try  to  avoid  the  extreme  of  moving  the 
camera  too  far  away  so  that  extraneous  items 
appear  in  the  photo,  or  you'll  lose  facial  fea- 
tures. Next  depress  the  shutter  mechanism 
slightly  so  that  the  camera  focuses  on  the  man- 
nequin, and  ambient  light  is  measured.  The 
camera  should  now  be  in  sharp  focus  and  the 
flash  mechanism,  activated  if  necessary.  The 
camera  will  hold  these  data  for  several  minutes, 
and,  if  not  activated,  will  erase  the  memory  and 
shut  itself  down,  closing  the  lens  cover.  How- 
ever, there  is  plenty  of  time  for  you  to  move 
Molly,  activate  the  timer  and  position  yourself 
in  the  picture.  Try  to  be  exactly  where  Molly 
was  and  check  yourself  out  in  that  mirror.  Within 
the  specified  time  intervals  you  can  go  through 
several  poses,  repeat  poses,  or  fire  through  the 
whole  roll.  If  you  change  outfits,  you  will  prob- 
ably have  to  repeat  the  process  of  auto-focus 
and  auto-flash  adjustment. 

I generally  recommend  using  rolls  of  24  expo- 
sures, and  do  not  wind  my  own  cassettes  from 
bulk  film  rolls  as  I do  when  I'm  only  the  photog- 


rapher. A rule  of  thumb:  consider  yourself  lucky 
to  get  one  or  two  good  shots  out  of  24. 

The  next  step  is  just  as  important.  As  soon  as 
practical  run,  don't  walk,  to  the  nearest  one- 
hour  photo  processor.  Good  photographers  keep 
a log  so  they  can  improve  their  skills  and  repeat 
conditions  that  led  to  a successful  photo.  I know 
of  a professional  that  took  hundreds  of  shots  of 
the  same  outdoor  scene  at  different  times  of 
day,  different  seasons,  different  angles  and  films, 
etc.,  to  achieve  a desired  effect,  and  then  brought 
the  models  in  to  complete  the  shoot.  Other 
professionals  use  a Polaroid  to  get  quick  feed- 
back on  prevailing  conditions. 

You  will  need  to  know  what  you  did  right 
and  what  you  did  wrong  so  you  can  improve, 
and  immediate  feedback  and  note-taking  are 
essential.  Of  course,  since  you  are  also  the  model 
you  will  be  assessing  the  pose,  carriage,  make- 
up, facial  features  and  other  essentials  in  addi- 
tion to  focus,  lighting,  background,  and  props. 

Once  you  form  this  habit,  you  will  be  amazed 
at  how  it  expands  your  perceptions.  Suddenly, 
light  and  color  take  on  a different  meaning,  and 
ideas  for  scenes  and  poses  will  start  popping 
into  your  head.  You  will  have  a new  perspective 
on  your  femininity  and  how  to  project  it.  Even 
though  your  photos  may  not  be  as  good  as  you 
would  like,  you  will  find  a sense  of  personal 
satisfaction  in  the  process. 

Some  final  comments  may  be  helpful  before 
you  begin  experimenting.  If  you  try  to  shoot 
studio  pictures,  i.e.,  head  or  head/neck  only, 
use  the  telephoto  set  at  85-100  mm.  Professional 
portraiture  is  usually  done  in  this  manner  be- 
cause of  the  lens  and  light  physics,  and  the  look 
is  more  natural.  Be  very  careful  to  position 
yourself  appropriately.  Secondly,  when  taking 
any  photo  try  not  to  look  directly  at  the  lens  if 
the  flash  is  close  to  it.  Reflection  of  light  from 
your  retina  will  give  you  the  dreaded  "red- 
eye." Newer  cameras  give  short  light  bursts 
(before  tripping  the  shutter)  to  constrict  the 
pupil  and  minimize  reflection  from  the  eye. 

Lastly,  beware  of  backlighting.  This  is  par- 
ticularly important  for  those  of  us  with  very 
heavy  l^ards.  The  best  light  is  flat  and  fills  in  the 
face.  Despite  taking  great  pains  to  perfect  your

beard  cover  you  will  be  chagrined  at  the  five- 
o'clock  shadow  that  backlighting  will  outline. 
This  can  occur  both  indoors  and  out.  I have 
found  this  to  be  particularly  problematic  out- 
doors on  a bright  sunny  day.  Turned  full-face  to 
the  sun,  the  camera  finds  the  lines  and  wrinkles 
I've  been  developing  for  almost  50  years  be- 
cause of  the  squint.  When  backlit,  my  facial 
features  may  be  relaxed  and  natural,  but  I look 
like  Joe  Palooka  in  a dress.  You'll  forgive  me  if 
I don't  show  you  some  of  these  examples — 
they're  in  the  waste  can  at  the  One  Hour  Photo.
